Applicants amendments to claims filed 2/16/201 1 adds a new limitation of "the aerated frozen confection being resistant to shrinkage and 
soft down to a storage temperature of -1 8C or less" has been added to the process independent claim 7, which changes the scope of 
claim 7 and its dependent claims 8-10, as examined in the final rejection of 1 1/15/2010. Amendment to the claims of February 16, 201 1 
has not been entered as it includes a previously recited optional limitation which was part of the preable to a mandatory part of the claim, 
which raises new issues that would require new search and consideration. 

Additionally amendment to independent claim 1 deletes the limitations recited in the preamble of claim land adds the limitation of "the 
aerated frozen confection being resistant to shrinkage and soft down to a storage temperature of -1 8C or less" to the body of claiml . It is 
noted that a preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended 
use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or 
structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 1 87 F.2d
